"The corporal's father was a great 
athlete, taking part in all the sports^ 
until his marriage.

Mbreovcr^ 
he was struck in the face by one of 
his false accusers, and they fought 
twelve rounds. When time was calU 
ed for the thirteenth the challenger 
did not rise. He was carried to the 
cottage hospital, and on ceamhiation 
UrfS found to lidvv 'unCUssion uf the 
brain. At the end of Tive months 
he v,^s discharged— a complete jm- 
beetle. 

"Our corporal's father ^tood his 
trial, and though he was acquitted, 
hb felt It v'erj much. Until tht:<leath 
of his opponent, which took pbce 
eight years afierxvards.-hu siipriortcd 
the needy family. Xor did he sur< 
vive long: for he /relied himself in- 
to an ctirly grave. At that time the 
corporal was between twelve ao'l 
thirteen years of age.

The 
Aniiy Itis but land to them on these 
Farms in two and three-acre jilots, 
at a small rental. In this way, for 
instance, ai Jlountain View I'arm, 
we have about three hundred and 
fifty natives as tenants— mostly 
yearly tenants. They build theiTown 
huts and then organize them into 
kraals, a kraal being, as you know, a 
collection of huts. In addition to the 
groLind which they arc expected to 
and arc encouraged to cultivate, 
some of them also have eertahl graz- 
ing rights over a wider area. 

"On cncli of these Farms or, per- 
haps, more strictly speaking, Bmall 
holdings, wc^ havj Halls which are 
used for religious and educational 
purpows Some of the natives stay 
on these Farms for four, six, and 
even ten >ears."

PANAMA Canal ofems. 

THE formal opening of the 
Panama Canal on Satutdayi 
Auguit iStlii marked the 
I finish of a task wliich has 
taken the United States 
eleven years to accomplish in ihe 
lice of fit'jpenfloiis difficulties. Amer- 
icana may wt'H be proud oi their 
jjreat canal, which wilt undoubtedly 
Ic classed as One of the wonders of 
the world. It is one of the triumphs 
cf peace, and something to be far 
naore gloried in than victory .on a 
battlefield. 

The steamer "Ancon"- made the 
official trial trip, the passage through 
the canal from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific occQpyinff twelve hours. 
Forty-one passages a day is the 
svcragc capacity df the Panama 
Canal, ctiitipared with twelve through 
the Suez Canal. 

As a convenience, for the commer- 
cial world the value of the Panama 
Canal is incalculable. By uniting 
the two oceans the dream of cen- 
turies has been realized.

¥120,000,000; theatres, $750,000,000; 
tobacco, $1,200,000,000; ndllinery, 
79O,O00jO00; intoxicating tiquOrs, 
¥2,000/>00jO00. 

These are £Ome of the things tha^ 
people could well deny themselves 
of, and be all the better for It And 
]f the money thus saved were di- 
verted into the useful channels, of 
missionary and social efTort, the 
world would indeed be benefited. 



EMBARGO OK TEA. 

THE tea business in Canada is 
hkcly to sufifer a temporary set- 
back on account of the war. It was 
expected that ihc British Govcrr- 
mcnt would take off the embargo ott 
tea, but they have not done So. This 
means thai no tea can be shipped 
o^it of England. 

As the tca-Ciirrying trade from llic 
Eist was mainly done by German 
ships, it will I)e many months before 
(hey can be replaced by British sh'ps. 
Ale nwhilc the tea drinkers in Can- 
adi will have to go on short rations.
